could ſpend but little time in each nation, and only 
viſit the moſt capital places of every country it is pro- 
ble that God will employ many of his ſervants in this 
great work ; who may yet, for their unanimity of 
heart and deſign, be properly ſpoken of as one, 
The inſtruments of that grand converſion of Jews 
and Gentiles which occurred in Conſtantine's time, 
are ſpoken of both in the ſingular and plural num- 
bers, chap. vii.

ea, over all beings and worlds God bleſſed forever .— 
This is chat door of hope, my fellow ſinners, which 
God holds open for you to-day— this is the glad 
tidings which we have the honour to preach to you; 
and whoſoever believei in him ſhall certainly be ſaved, 
not partly: by his own righteouſneſs, and partly by

to all, and upon all them that believe. This is that grace, 
Chriſtians, in which you ſtand, and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God. But no man can underſtand or enjoy 
this way of ſalyation, but he who is taught it by the

From this view of the Goſpel, it appears to con- 
tain a new 88 of Divine truths, hopes, and duties. 
(1) The Goſpel preſents us with a new ſyſtem of 

divine truths; which are in general comprehended 
in theſe 9797 God was in Chriſt reconciling the 
world to himſelf, not imputing their treſpaſſes unto them, 
2 Cor. v. A - God's eſtes and pope ſhine con- 
fpicuous in the face of Chriſt, to ſhew us that we are 
the enemies of God; and that it is impoſſible he 
' ſhould be reconciled to-us, without a full ſatisfaction 
made to his law: or hold "communion with vs, till 
that eternal law, Which Satan had defaced on our 
fouls, is again inferibed there. As long as we are 
creatures, and the Lord is our God, his law can never 
paſs away, or be altered, as a rule of life: but there is 
* one conſide ration of the law Which may be altered, 
or changed; Viz. as a covenant of works, or as the 
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way by which we obtain the divine favour. While 
weare under the law, it is to us a damning covenant 
of works: but when Chriſt has ſatisfied its demands, 
and delivered us from its curſe ;- he can then honour. 
ably write his law upon our minds, and communicate 
that grace, which may adapt and diſpoſe us to his 
own delightful intercourſe. : The Goſpel then is a 
declaration of the Father's love, of Chriſt's purchaſe, 
and of the Spirit's grace in applying this ſalvation to 
our fouls. Thus it furniſhes us (2) with a new 
ſyſtem of Divine hopes : We hope for an intereſt in 
he Father's love, and Chriſt's purchaſe, through the 
Spirit's application of Goſpel promiſes and grace to 
us; for God has not given men ſuch grace, as will 
enable them to apply this ſalvation to themſelves, 
without the immediate ſupernatural operations of 
that ſpirit which is given to us. (3) The new duties 
yhich the Goſpel creates are theſe, viz. That we 
hould believe in Chriſt with all the important graces 
yhich that faith will produce; eſpecially that we 
ſhould love one another, upon new covenant grounds, 
and to new. covenant ends; and that we ſhould imi- 
ate the grace which ſaves us, by loving our enemies. 
ee this joyful ſound will rejoice to 


II. That the goſpel is an everlaſting goſpel. The 
pysof Eden were ſhort to our firſt parents; and 
frated the moment they violated that covenant of 
works which they were under.

That this goſpel is io be preached to every 
cxeature. It is not for us to know all the reaſons, 
why. the nations were not  evangelized ſooner, If 
ie make God's wiſdom our own, we ſhall be always 
atisfied in what he does; but a fly is as able to 
weigh the mountains in ſcales, as we are to eſtimate 
many. of the. ways of Heaven. Suffice it, that he 
who, in due time, died for the ungodly, and gave himſelf 
d ranſom for all, will be teſtified to them in que time, 
1 Tim. ii, 6. Tit. i. 3. That time being come, this 
Miniſter will have a larger dioceſe appointed him, 
by the Great Shepherd and Biſhop of fouls, than

Lat xxxiii. 6; and, though it is no part of their juſtify- 
ing righteouſneſs, the ſaints are more careful to keep 


it, hab to preſerve any of their earthly ſtores. Bleſ- 
fed is the man that tbus feareth the Lord ; he need not 
fear any other. being in the univerſe ; for the grace 


that fixed his fear on God, bas ſet him -above the 


reach of eſſential hurt from earth or Hell.

tremendous roar. + But when heaven orders a calm 
again, this fiſh-pond of the creation will furniſh a 
delicious repaſt, for the table of his friends and ene- 
mies. He made the fountains too, which quench your 
daily thirſt, then ſwell into mighty rivers for your 
advantage; then haſten away to the ocean, and loſe 
_ even their name and taſte. there; to teach you to 
haſten in the way of righteouſneſs, and profitable- 

neſs to men, to God your center and your ſource. -
